THE TREE. 


Cut a growing tree or try to 
buy one that hasn't dried our 
from prolonged storage. (When 
too dry, branches are brittle and 
shed needles easily.) 

Stand the tree in water, or snow 
outdoors until you are ready to 
use it indoors. 

Bring the tree indoors just be 
fore Christmas and take it out 
just as soon as possible after¬ 
wards. (Dec. 26th is recommend¬ 
ed.) 

The larger the tree the greater 
the hazard, so do not get one any 
larger than you need. 

Just before setting up the tree, 
saw off the trunk at an angle at 
least one inch above the original 
cut. 

Place the freshly cut tree trunk 
in water and keep the level of 
the water above the cut the en¬ 
tire time that the tree is indoors. 
(Check the water level at least 
once a day.) 

Support the tree well. Don't put 
it near sources of heat (fireplaces, 
radiators, etc.) or where, stand¬ 
ing or fallen it could block the 
way out of the room in case of 
FIRE.

Feast of Christmas 

The Church celebrates the Na¬ 
tivity on December 25. The feast 
is called Christmas. On this day 
every priest is granted the privil¬ 
ege of saying three Masses: one 
in commemoration of Christ's eter¬ 
nal birth from God the Father; an¬ 
other in remembrance of His tem¬ 
poral birth of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary: and a third to recall His 
spiritual birth in the hearts of the 
faithful. 

The word "Christmas" comes 
from Christ and Mass. The feast 
is so called because on that day 
the Mass commemorating the birth 
of Christ is said. 

An angel appeared to shep¬ 
herds and told them of the Na¬ 
tivity. A star led three Magi (Wise 
Men) to Bethlehem. The shepherds 
represnted the poor. The Magi re¬ 
presented the rich. All offered 
their gifts to the Infant Jesus. Our 
Lord does not look at the price of 
our gifts, but at the purity of our 
hearts. 

The Church commemorates the 
adoration of the Magi on the Feast 
of the Epiphany, January 6. 
"Epiphany" means manifestation. 
In the persons of the Magi, who 
were not Jews, Our Lord was 
manifested to all nations of the

earth, who were at the time lost 
in paganism. With the Magi we 
are called to the Truth; the Old- 
Testament was ended, and the 
world had entered upon a new 
Covenant with God. And if, like 
the Magi, we offer Jesus Christ 
the gold of our love, the myrrh 
of self-sacrifice, and the incense 
of our prayers, we too shall be 
united with God. 

Many Churches and homtes set 
up a crib at Christmas. This cust¬ 
om, although of very ancient 
origin, was popularized by St. 
Francis of Assisi. In the year 1223, 
he visited Pope Honorius 111 and 
sought approval of his plans to 
make a scenic representation of 
the Nativity. Having obtained the 
Pope's consent i Francis left Rome, 
and arrived at Greccio on Christ¬ 
mas Eve. There in the church he 
constructed a crib, grouping 
around it images of the Blessed 
Virgin and St. Joseph, of the shep¬ 
herds, the ox, and the ass. At 
the midnight Mass St. Francis 
acted as deacon. After singing the 
words of the Gospel, "And they 
laid Him in a manger," he knelt 
down to meditate on the great 
gift of the Incarnation. And peo¬ 
ple around saw in his arms a 
Child, surrounded by a most bril¬ 
liant light. 

Since then the devotion to thet 
crib has spread far and wide. 
The crib remains in church until 
the octave day of the Epiphany. 
At the proper time the images of 
the Three Aings and their retinue 
are added, making a daily ad¬ 
vance towards the crib. 

Most homes also set up a de¬ 
corated Christmas tree. It is a re¬ 
minder of the tree of the cross. 
The boxes of Christmas gifts re¬ 
mind us of the great Gift that God 
sent us. 

Santa Claus, the jolly and be¬ 
loved distributor of Christmas 
gifts, is an American adoption of i 
St. Nicholas, Bishop of Myra, of 
the fourth century. This Saint is 
popular in Germany, Switzerland, 
and the Netherlands^ where he is 
made the secret purveyor of gifts 
to children on December 6, his 
feast day. The custom was brought 
to New York by the Dutch, quickly 
spread throughout the United 
States, and became absorbed in¬ 
to the Christm|as celebration.

The scene was London's Great 
Exhibition of 1851. Colt, inventor 
of the revolver, had come to 
London to sell his famous "Navy" 
model to the British Army. "Be¬ 
ware patent infringements," was 
the constant warning on all Colt 
advertising. Yet here in London 
was an English gun, far ahead of 
other European models, rivalling 
Colt for the Army contract. The 
maker —- John Adams. 

Colt found the Adams revolver 
was so basically different from 
his own design that no patent had 
been infringed. In fact the Adams 
gun had a self-cocking action 
while the Colt had to be cocked 
with the thumb before each shot. 

The American began his sales 
campaign by presenting a "Navy" 
revolver to every member of the 
General Staff, Adams replied by 
by attending a Colt lecture and 
suddenly whipping out one of his 
own guns, causing a panic that 
broke up the meeting. He said 
afterwards he had taken the gun 
only to demonstrate its merits. 

After three years of this kind 
of guntoting the War Office staged 
tests of both weapons.

Extensive Mapping Survey Continues 

OTTAWA 


The survey and 
mapping of Canada by the Cana¬ 
dian Anmy, which has been under 
way since 1903, is another step 
closer to completion after this 
summer's twenty - five hundred 
mile survey traverse in the proxi¬ 
mity of the magnetic pole. 

During the past three - month 
"summer season" in the Arctic 
archipelago a 17-man party from 
the Army Survey Establishment 
in Ottawa added enough survey 
data to complete another 18 map 
sheets at 1/250,000 scale (appro¬ 
ximately one inch to four miles), 
to the growing complex of maps 
and data, that should result in an 


up-to-date topographical picture 
of the entire country by 1967. 

This year's survey task, on 
Melville, Prince Patrick, Borden 
and Mackenzie Islands, was com¬ 
pleted three weeks ahead of 
schedule, reports party chief, Capt. 
J. F. (Joe) Reichert, of Compeer, 
Alta., and Ottawa. An officer of 
the Royal Canadian Engineers 
(RCE), he credits good weather for 
this summer's successful opera¬ 
tions. "The use of helicopters and 
tellurometers, electronic distance 
measuring devices, has also made 
field survey work in the North 
an easier task," he added. "Such 
vast areas could never be sur¬ 
veyed using conventional distance 
measuring methods or less ade¬ 
quate transportation," Capt Rei¬ 
chert said.
